OTTAWA (CP) — The consumer price index 
dipped to 116.4 at Feb. 1 from 116.8 a month earlier, 
reflecting lower January food prices, the Bureau of 
Statistics said today. 

The four-tenths of a point decline brought the 
index® based on 1949 prices equalling 100, close to the 
116.3 at which.it stood a year earlier.
